ORDER 

New Delhi, the 12th February, 1997 

G. S. R. 71 (E)/Ess. Comm./Sugar.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (3 C) of Section 3 of the 

Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely :— 

1 . Short title and commencement— 

(1) This order may be called the Sugar (Price Determination for 1996-97 Production) Amendment Order, 1997. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

(3) It is a provisional order. A supplementary Notification shall be issued subsequently in accordance with the judge¬ 
ment dated 28-1-1997 of the Supreme Court in the case of Sim Malaprabha Cooperative Sugar Factory Ltd. 

Vs. Union of India and Anr. (I. A. Nos. 5-6 of 1995). 

2. Price of sugar produced in 1996-97— 

(1) In the Sugar (Price Determination for 1996-97 Production)* Order, 1996, for Schedules l and II, the Schedule 1 
attached herewith shall be substituted. 

(2) The lifting agencies i. e. State Civil Supplies Corporation/Food Corporation of India may negotiate the rates of 
additional cost for transportation by rail/loading at railway sidings at factory with the factories concern on an 
annual/long term basis. No specific rate is being fixed in this regard. 

3. In the Sugar (Price Determination for 1996-97 Production)* Order 1996 the Schedule III shall be renumbered as 
Schedule II,
